..don’t subject young children to unneces- 
sary and lengthy travel. 


Consult your doctor if your child has any symp- 
toms of polio: headache, fever, sore throat, upset 
stomach, stiff neck or back—-and keep him in bed, 
away from others, till the doctor comes. 

if polio strikes, turn to your local Chapter of the 
National Foundation for infantile Paralysis. for 
advice and financial assistance where needed. 

Conquest of polio is mot yet here ~ but final 
victory is much nearer.
